RADIO PATR1A LIBRE BUSTED 

According to Hcnrik Klemetz of Sweden, as cited in Numero Una //1 528 from information 
carried over the RCN and Caracol radio networks as wi ll as (lie /■'/ Tivmpo newspaper in 
Colombia, the Colombian army put otil a press release saying thai they had busted the 
communications center of the ELN. The bust took place In the small mountain village of Santa 
Ana of Antioquia Department. According to the army, Ihcy confiscated a transmitter and 
antenna, along with other production equipment such as tapes and batteries. The report said that 
this part of the Colombian mountains had been under the control of the Carlos Alrio Buitrago 
guerrillas, which the army defeated in a mid-May battle. 

Another report from Agence France Presse claimed thai the bust look place at the transmitter 
site of Radio Patria Libre, which for many years l«;is been the radio voice of the ELN guerrillas. 
This report said that the Spanish priest Manuel Perez was the founder of the station while he 
was the ELN's leader. 

The other Colombian rebel clandestine, Voz de la Resisteneiii (opeiaied by PARC), appears to 
still be on the air. Oaviria-Colombia in Conexion Digital, quoted in Numcro Uno #1530 two 
weeks later, cites a schedule of 1515 and 2015-2100 UTC on 6240 kHz. Patria Libre, when 
active, had been noted about 10 kHz higher. Given the early time of day that the two stations 
have been operating, logs from North America are just about impossible during summer 
daylight. But, as the days get shorter, we ought to make a note to check out the 6240 kHz area 
late in the afternoon to see if any activity emerges from the Colombian rebel clanuestmes. Voz 
de la Resistencia has been known to operate as low as 6170 kHz, and Patria Libre (when 
active) has been noted as low as 6210 kHz. So, if you're It 
clandestines, you need to tunc around the high end of the 49 m 

CHRIS SMOL1NSK1 NUMBERS STATION CD 

I believe this may have been covered previously in Tom Scvart's Covert Comms column, but 1 
think the product is worthy of another mention. Veteran ACE members will remember Chris 
Smolinski, who among other things was the editor of our ACE DiaLogs column for a couple of 
years. Chris has produced a CD called The Numbers Racket: A compilation of Shortwave Spy 
Numbers Stations. This is a very interesting CD that operates ofTa web browser in html format. 
Included are discussions of dozens of different types of numbers stations, including numerous 
of the signals. If you're trying to identify the nature of a numbers station 
that you log, this CD can be highly valuable. It also includes some of the digital numbers 

which many of us just hear and curse as some sort of rasping QRM. 
You probably will want to get one of these CDs Chris says Ihat Ihe cost is $25.00. Orders go 
to Chris Smolinski, 4708 Trail Court, Westminster, Maryland 21158. The cost includes 
postage. If you want to order online. Chris maintains a web sile that takes credit cards at 
http://www.blackcalsystems.coni/numlicis un the web. The same URL with DB put on the 
end of it goes to a numbers station database that Chris is maintaining. He reports an incredible 
total of over 3,000 loggings on it during the first two weeks of operation. Whether or not you 
have a strong interest in numbers stations, this CD and Chris' web site are well worth a look at.

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CLANDESTINE RADIO WATCH ON SENTECH SCHEDULE 

If you're not a regular reader of Martin Schoech's Clandestine Radio Watch newsletter, then 
you're not keeping up with the latest news on worldwide clandestine activity. Martin notes that 
issue #30 arrived a few weeks late because of his persona! time commitments, but it has 
arrived, and is full of interesting material. 

Among the headline items in the latest CRW is the fact that the South African Sentech web 
site, which traditionally has listed programming from Nigerian clandestine Radio Kudirat on 
their web site. However, Mike Barraclough in BCDX #414 noticed that the latest Sentech web 
schedule omits the Kudirat programming. On the other hand, Mike reported that he did log 
Kudirat on the air for an hour at 1900 UTC on both 6205 and 1 1560 kHz during several early 
June occasions. This station is in English, and has traditionally generated good enough signals 
for decent copy in most parts of North America. If you'd like to hear what an English language 
clandestine sounds like, this outlet is one of your best bets. 

Martin notes that you can access both the current issue and back issues of Clandestine Radio 
Watch at http://www.swl.net/swl-dc/swl-cla.html on the internet. He suggests that we note 
that this is a slight change from URL's that they formerly used for this service. 
In CRW news, Armando F. Mastrapa, webmeistcr of the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Castro 
Historiography web site (known at one time as the Anti-Castro Clandestine Radio Page, has 
joined the stafT of Clandestine Radio Watch. He will be assisting Nick Grace and Martin 
Schoech in this project.

In Numero I Inn //1 328, Mahendra Vaghjee of Mauritius reported a log on 7205 kHz from 
*0330-0420+ UTC of La Voix du I'euple from Lubumbashi. ( The BBC clobbered it when it 
signed on at 0420 UTC). He notes a variety of Congo patriotic songs, along with a program 
tilled "Le Combat" about the second anniversary of the liberation of Congo. Mahendra notes 
thai the signal is good in Mauritius when QRM like I'oland and the BBC is not on the 
frequency. It could propagate to North America at this time of day, so you might want to try 
and hear it.

I saw a news item noting that Jay Lcno's wife has become active in organizing Hollywood 
celebrities in opposition to llie widespread persecution of women by the Tail ban government of 
Afghanistan. Perhaps He Man Radio might endorse the concept that women should not go to 
school, cannot hold a job, and should be covered by clothing from head to foot if they happen 
lo venture out of doors. (Well, maybe He Man might not favor the last part of this political 
platform). 

in any event, Takhar Radio, the voice of Ahmad Shah Masud's anti-Talcban Northern Alliance, 
has been noted in June by BBCMS on 7070v kHz from 0130-0245 and 1300-1415 UTC. 
Programming is in Pashto and Dari. 1 don't believe that Jav Leno's wife has anything to do with 
this station, but it might help her understand the cause if she bought a shortwave radio and tried 
to DX the real thing from the Afghan political struggle.

North American sunrise (in the 1200 UTC time frame) on 3912 kHz.

So far I have been trying to kill several birds with one stone on this web site, with material both 
from work, about shortwave, and about family genealogy material. The site as a stand-alone 
site is not overwhelming, but it does have links to other useful resources. 1 should call one part 
of the shortwave section to your attention. Two or three years ago I did some research on the 
rounding of the International Short Wave Club, the first hobby club that was devoted to 
shortwave broadcast DXing. During the late 1920's when this club started, virtually all 
shortwave broadcasting was still experimental, and thus there was little distinction between 
licensed stations, pirates, clandestines, or technical categories like we use today. If you haven't 
seen this yet, the link to my site is up at the top of this column. 

RADIODIFUSORA PARATON 

In the biggest non-clandestine South American news to hit ACE members in recent months, 
many of you have by now noticed the nightly operations of Radiodifusora Paraton on 6955.5 
kHz. This broadcaster from Huarmaco, Peru used to use variable frequencies around 6670 kHz, 
but in mid-June it parked itself right in the middle of the pirate band. Despite summer 
propagation, after 0130 UTC this carrier has been creating loud hets on any pirate who tries to 
operate either in AM or USB modes on the traditional 6955 kHz. It remains to be seen if the 
Peruvian will stay put, but already some pirates have been QSY'ing down to frequencies such 
as 6950 kHz.

It was a story where several former pirates put 
their 100 and 300 and 10 watt transmitters on the air in place 
of the stations' fried equipment until commercial replacements 
could be obtained and installed. And don't forget KIND Radio 
providing up-to-the-minute news in their community when all the 
other stations just played music during the recent floods in 
Texas (kinda reminds me of Nero fiddling while Rome burned). 

And speaking of KIND Radio, we turn to NEWS: CIB Docket 98-44- 
FCC orders Joseph Ptak to cease S desist. The solution: move 
the transmitter/station to a new location, thus causing the FCC 
to repeat the process of discovery, notification, etc. 
effectively bogging the system down for another couple of 
years. When I gleaned this off the newsgroup, there were all 
kinds of great info on lawful procedure - such as, if this 
order were signed by a single judge, it was null and void; it 
has to be done by a three- judge panel. I can't remember the 
legality of it all, but it's in the lawbooks and it's hard to 
obtain. . . . 



The latest on LPFM? The FCC has AGAIN extended the comment 
period for mm 99-25 (low power proceeding). LPFM comments are 
now due by August 2 and replies on September 1. (from Radio 
world and various Internet sources) .

Numbers monitor Chris Smolinski has a numbers website that we are all familiar with 
(in case you're not, check out: 

http://www.blackcatsystems.com/numbers/numbors. html) 

Recently, Chris has added a numbers log database to the world wide web. The 
database can be found at http://www.blackcatsystems.com/numbersDB. You can 
enter your own logs or search the logs that others have already entered. You can 
search logs by date, time, day of the week, frequency, mode, ENIGMA classification, 
reporter, location, or comments. Can't find any numbers stations on the air? Click on 
the links to see which stations may be on the air currently or on in the next hour, based 
on loggings submitted to the database. 

Another neat feature of the online database is an option to view logging statistics 
with graphs. There are two graphs which show loggings sorted by frequency in mHz 
and by time in UTC. It would appear by looking at the graphs that 5-8 mHz is 
particularly busy, and 0800 UTC is a good time to listen. 

To enter your loggings, click on "Entor loggings into the database." Just enter your 
name K location, then fill out the fields loi each loi|<|in<l In case you don't know which 
ENIGMA classification to enter for the stations you logged, there is a handy lookup 
link. When finished, click on the submit button at the bottom of the page. There's also 
an option to send the loggings to the Spooks mailing list. 

Chris has gathered over 3800 loggings in the database, and would like to add old 
loggings as well as current ones. If you would like to add yours, you can do it in either 
of two ways. Enter them manually as mentioned above, or send your loggings to Chris 
at spooks@blackcatsystems.com. If you email the loggings, they will need to be in the 
following format: 

NAME Your name follows (pseudonyms acceptable) 

LOCATION Your location follows 

START 

YYYY-MM-DD TIME-END FREQ MODE ENIGMA Any comments you would like to include

Enter your name & location aftor NAME and LOCATION respectively, then under that 
a line with START. After that, enter each log on a separate line in the format listed 
above. If you don't have an end lime, just enter 0000. On the last line, type END. 

i have sent all my past numbers logs to Chris, and I enter all new logs to the 
database This looks to be a handy reference too! for numbers monitors. For 
instance, if you hear an open carder on 6768 kHz, you can check the database to see 
that the Cuban V2 stations have boon logged there.
